time move through the city. The 

traffic minimal. You can drive and 
steal glance both flanks and not 
suffer anxiety attack. You can pull 
over and walk while you want. 
Nobody pushing you from behind. 
raucous horns. Only the quiet that comes 
with Sunday morning, the respite that 
follows the inherent rowdiness Friday 
and Saturday nights. 

The clear, cold air comes light 
wind off the harbor, nature knows 
instinctively that the city’s lungs need air, 
that the composite municipal body must 
breathe. The sun strong and seems 
set off all objects, both living and 
inanimate, focus not clear other 
days. The night before, two friends the 
Back Bay talked auto thefts and car 
alarms going off the early morning 


hours. Two nights earlier, three thugs 


pistol-whipped and robbed college kid. 
you need day like this just wander 
around, focus your own thoughts, 
figure out, you can, reality and 
what myth. The roads are fairly clear, 
and the sun feels good, and the breeze 
has swept away the garbage that collects 
around your brain. nothing else, you 
can reassert certain truths this day. 

Dorchester’s Lower Mills neighbor- 
hood, elderly white woman waits 
Dorchester Avenue for bus. She 
complains that though she time, the 
bus not. Parallel Dorchester Avenue 
Washington Street. you drive north, 
you notice one very big difference 
between the two main drags. Most 
“Dot Ave” white; most “Wash” 
black. few blocks Washington 
Street, elderly black woman waits for 
bus.

Neither has car whisk them 
their destinations. Are they different, 
these two? Are their lives, their fears, 
their dreams different-that must 
separate and classify them race? The 
answer no, and the truth no. 

But the truth often obvious that 
not, definition, news. this day, 
black families are gathering outside 
church Washington Street, whites 
ascend the steps St. Mark’s and St. 
Gregory’s, both few blocks away. 
news here. However, maybe 
obvious and even dull should re- 
ported occasionally, jotted down for the 
record: that people getting along or, 
least, not bothering one another, part 
reality. only the myth 
that says one can get along here. 

Too many myths are accepted true. 
read our newspapers, watch tele- 
vision, listen the radio, exchange 
nuggets alleged wisdom our homes 
and offices and clubs, and draw certain 
conclusions. look the obvious, and 
from draw What think are 
truisms. tempting. You read 


the graffiti the walls the Bunker Hill 
housing project Charlestown and 
some nearby buildings and think that 
you know what that tight little neighbor- 
hood all about. 

“Niggers Suck Stop Forced Busing 
God Made the Irish No. White 
No. Keep Liberals 
Out CLA.” The CLA the Charlestown 
Liberation Army. came out the 
garbage about year ago battle 
with the gentry settling into that neigh- 
borhood. The newcomers, announced, 
were liberal do-gooders and, implied, 
Jewish. They would drive property 
values and Townies out, the CLA 
warned. couple Townies have told 
you that the CLA wasn’t much and didn’t 
last very long. You hope so. They said 
that the CLA didn’t represent how most 
Townies think. You know so. But one 
can’t know simply looks the 
spray-painted anger and drives away. 
You have know the Townies who have 
worked among their own and other 
neighborhoods promote peace and 
understanding, rather than war and 
mythology. You have look carefully 
and see that the midst that bleak 
housing project, where many the squat 
buldings are totally vacant and boarded 
up, there wire mesh fence protecting 
Madonna. The earth within the fence 
unlittered. The statue stands contrast 
the scrawled anger young men 
living under real imagined state 
siege. 

Graffiti changes 
neighborhoods. Wash- 
ington Street, has scrawled his 
identity the side vacant store. 
Farther the street, toward Codman 
Square, Warlords” have announced 
themselves. But there’s less graffiti here, 
because there are fewer buildings than 
crowded Charlestown. You see block 
wooden houses and stores and then 
few acres rubble. You 
shattered hulks buildings, with gaping 
holes and open wounds. The word that 
springs into your mind Dresden. They 
fire-bombed Dresden World War II. 
You saw the pictures. 

There have been fires lately Cod- 
man Square. Merchants and residents 
have wondered aloud why such things 
happen. Codman Square integrated. 
borders chunk Dorchester that 
gentrified. Sometimes, arsonists are 
drawn such neighborhoods. Burn 
down what one can. Someone will pay 
for the remains and resell the property 
even greater profit. And suddenly, 
there are more homes for the poor 
the working stiffs. White Townies worry 
about gentry. Roxbury and Dorchester 
blacks worry about gentry. But just 
most Townie leaders seek some balance, 
does the black leadership. Codman 
Square, whites and blacks are renovating 


They build, while others destroy, 
and usually the destruction that 
visible the passer-by. have look 
beyond the graffiti and the rubble, 
beyond the myths. 

not easy. You stop for red light 
Washington Street and Columbia Road. 
Red light. Black neighborhood. You wait 
anxiously for the traffic light turn 
green. You know what happens white 
motorists who stop for red lights black 
neighborhoods, you know all right. Red, 
white, black, green. Our color-coded 
minds dim our ability perceive shades 
gray. There’s car stopped for the light 
front you. the angry hordes attack, 
you'll have jam into reverse and then 
into drive and swing left right. 

one comes. Oh, there are people 
and about, and every one them 
black brown. And not one them 
even looking you. 

Yes, trouble can happen, and when 
happens news. But most the time 
does not happen, and that not news. 
And the people going church are not 
news. And the ladies waiting for buses. 
All this life, not news, just normal life. 

particularly beautiful this day 
Southie. The sun glistens the deep- 
blue waters the bay. Scores people 
are out Day Boulevard. guy pushes 
baby carriage, the old-fashioned, high- 
backed kind that looks were made 
straw. couple men jog past 
Marine Park onto the causeway that 
bridges the water Castle Island. Three 
middle-aged women walk brisk pace 
the opposite direction. Some men sit 
the benches, taking the sun. 
conceivable, even possible, maybe one 
could say probable, that not one these 
people mulling over the grand 
American issue race relations. 
possible that they are thinking nothing 
more than, Hey, nice day. But when 
Southie mentioned outside Southie, 
people think race, resistance, the 
should noted for posterity that the guy 
walking his dog not carrying 
Armalite rifle. 

foolish, course, deny the 
reality the racism, bigotry, and class 
warfare that has infected us, generation 
after generation. You know well. You 
have been all sides it, victim, 
perpetrator, observer. You can recite the 
litany resentment easily those 
over St. Mark’s can recite their Hail 
Marys. But both foolish and danger- 
ous deny the potential for change, 
deny the promise that seems bright 
and visible this day’s sunlight. 

occurs you that one test our 
ability discern between myth and 
reality, between what always have 
known and what dare change, will 
the race. Already our 
preconceptions overwhelm our ability 


look past the obvious. the media 
succumb mythology easily 
others. Perceptions somehow become 
wisdom, which dispense either 
paying too much attention particular 
candidate neglecting others. For 
instance, the Herald seems have 
adopted Dave Finnegan its mayoral 
son. And early February, two syndi- 
cated columnists named what their 
sources insisted were the frontrunners 
against Kevin White Finnegan, Bob 
Kiley, and Dennis Kearney and the 
Globe duly printed their column. 

Who are the seers, and when did they 
read the entrails? What happened the 
candidacies Ray Flynn, Larry DiCara, 
Mel King, and Fred Langone? Has 
anyone the media done detailed 
study each man’s organization down 
the precinct level? understand 
the fund-raising potential each cam- 
paign? know the talents all their 
key campaign aides? Our perceptions 
certain candidates are like 
ceptions the city itself. All Southie 
and Charlestown are full racist bullies, 
and Washington Street lined with 
druggies, winos, muggers, and honky- 
haters, right? 

one believes such things, it’s only 
short hop concluding that Ray Flynn 
can’t win because he’s from Southie, and 
that Mel King win because he’s 
black. You know that the bigotry out 
there. One can Irish, living 
Dorchester’s Ward 13, the Southie 
border, and look down one’s nose the 
Irish Southie. And observer over 
the age can claim ignorance how 
blacks are regarded (and not just 
Boston). 

But there’s something more subtle and 
devious work here. class 
issue. Most those the media are 
middle-class. Certainly the publishers 
and general managers. Among elements 
the middle class, there may fear 
Flynn and King seen South Boston 
and the South End incarnate.

The more 
than threats first use since 1945 at- 
test their exalted place official think- 
ing (see Daniel Ellsberg’s intro Protest 
and Survive, Monthly Review Press). 
Their purpose has been threaten the 
Soviet Union with pre-emptive nuclear 
attack when America intervened the 
Third World. The current generation 
first-strike weapons attempt re- 
gain first-strike capability, lost when 
the Soviets achieved nuclear parity, 
the late 1960s.

our salvation not only dangerous, 
obscures the fact that there are political 
and economic realities underlying the 
nuclear-arms race between the Soviet 
Union and the United States.

Needham, who 
gained prominence presiding 
over the von attempted 
murder trial last year, ordered 
Langhammer jailed until she 
“purged” herself her contempt 
that is, until she gave the 
records. 

Her stay prison was short: 
one day. When the victim gave 
her permission for the file 
released, Langhammer surrendered 
the court and was set free. 
Although this solved the im- 
mediate problems, hardly re- 
solved, indeed, even ad- 
dressed, the weightier conflict

The alleged rape itself was not 
immediate cause célébre. 
fact, arrest warrant wasn’t 
issued until some six months 
after the rape was reported the 
North Kingston police, 
November 1981, hours after 
occurred. Nor are the details 
the rape particularly sensational. 
According the 15-year-old 
girl’s statement police, 
Donnelly and teenager Shawn 
Leary offered her ride she 
was leaving party her 
house shortly after 1:30 a.m. that 
day.

statement, they took her her 
mother’s house, 
picked few articles 
clothing; she then got back into 
the car. But instead taking her 
back her aunt’s house she 
requested, Donnelly and Leary 
chose another route. Despite her 
protests, they drove secluded 
spot near the historic Gilbert 
Stuart House, local museum. 
There, Donnelly raped the girl 
the back seat Leary held her 
down. Then was Leary’s turn. 
sexually assaulted the girl, but 
did not rape her. (Leary, who 
cooperated with the police and 
testified against Donnelly his 
trial, was never charged.) Some 
three hours after she had first 
entered the car, they let the girl 
go, another part town; she 


immediately called the police 


from nearby house. 

Later, volunteers 
Rape Crisis Center came talk 
her Women Infants 


Hospital Providence, where 
she was taken. The volunteers 
helped her through the ordeal 
ahead, which included physical 
examination the hospital and 
formal statement the police. 
Still later, she spoke privately 
with counselor, 
relating the details the incident 
and her feelings about it. This 
type supportive counseling has 
been the main service the RCC 
has offered rape victims since 
its founding, 1973. The center, 
which shares office space with 
variety feminist and human- 
service organizations 
weathered Victorian house 
the outskirts Providence, 
shoestring operation; the bulk 
its funding comes 
United Way, with other moneys 
provided the Rhode Island 
Departments Health and 
Community Affairs. Only four 
staffers are salary, and the 
executive director earns modest 
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victims sexual assaults 1982. 

the one-page RCC 
the 15-year-old East 
accurate indicator, she and her 
counselor had only minimal 
contact. the extent that she 
could, she appears have gotten 
back life usual. course, 
the criminal prosecution her 
assailant lay ahead, and that was 
certain emotionally taxing. 
Nevertheless, March, 1982, 
she had made 
identification from police photos 
the man she said had raped 
her. 

Arthur Donnelly was arraigned 
March 15, 1982, and charged 
with first-degree sexual assault 
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Rhode Island, that’s the legal 
term for sexual that 
results penetration. The court 
appointed legal counsel through 
the public defenders’ 
office; the attorney 
office handled the prosecution. 
the attorneys both sides 
prepared trial, the 
discovery process began, with 
each side swapping information. 
Evidently, this how Donnelly’s 
lawyer learned that the girl who 
was accusing his client rape 
had sought counseling the 
RCC. Thinking that the 
record might useful his case, 
public defender Merlyn 
requested subpoena for it. Judge 
Needham issued this subpoena 
January 1983. The victim, 
however, did not want her file 
released, even the court. Faced 
with its first subpoena ever, the 
RCC refused comply. 
Attorney Janis Sallinger, 
RCC board member, presented 
motion quash the subpoena 
Needham 
Although, later told the 
Phoenix, Needham saw legal 
way around the subpoena, 
gave Sallinger opportunity 
make her case. fact, allowed 
her three days. Through the 
testimony staff, board 
members, and volunteers the 
RCC, Sallinger advanced legal 
arguments for why the 
records should immune from 
disclosure. She attempted

Es- 
tablishing bond trust with 
rape victim may the first step 
repairing the psychological 
harm rape causes; counselors 
cannot make good 
promise not violate this trust 
pledge they provide 
writing they may not able 
create that bond, the RCC says. 
Worse, knowing their records are 
subject subpoena, rape victims 
may not seek help the first 
place. 

Not surprisingly, public de- 
fender saw the battle 
differently. needed the vic- 
tim’s records order cross- 
examine her effectively, told 
the court.

Needham exercised considerable 
caution well. Finally, however, 
put his foot down and sent 
Langhammer jail. But hours 
Langhammer 
carcerated, the victim came for- 
ward and said she would allow 
the RCC release her record 
the court. The next day, Friday, 
January 14, the ex-nun did just 
that, and was “purged” her 
contempt. the privacy his 
chambers, Needham reviewed 
the RCC record and separated 
into parts that deemed rele- 
vant and irrelevant the Don- 
nelly case. (This called 
camera review.) Needham then 
gave the relevant part the file 

However, the information 
the RCC’s record evidently was 
little use the defense, for 
month later jury seven 
women and five men found 
Donnelly guilty charged. But 
before the jury had reached its 
verdict the Donnelly case, 
least one other defendant fight- 
ing rape charge had caught 
the strategy. the day 
Langhammer was released from 
jail, second subpoena arrived 
the RCC, requesting the records 
for nine-year-old victim who 
claimed have been sexually 
assaulted 28-year-old Ray- 
mond Giglio 
This time, the RCC protested, but 
agreed turn over the court 
sealed envelope containing the 
record, pending future Rhode 
Island Supreme Court review 
the center’s obligation make 
records available. was this 
point that the RCC board decided 
avoid future legal problems 
destroying all the 
records.

Tier 
two required that the victim 
verify those statements: How- 
ever, according Ann Pride 
Pittsburgh Action Against Rape, 


trial judges did not always comp- 


with the ruling. Which, accord- 
ing Pride, why the state 
legislature adopted law 1982 
specifically protecting rape-crisis 
centers and their records. Under 
that law, 
crisis records are totally immune 
from disclosure. 

Although the Rhode Island 
Rape Crisis Center hopes for 
similar protection, it’s not likely 
get it. The legislature there 
tangled debate over the matter, 
and there are still unresolved 
constitutional questions. 
ever legislation passed still 
not going surpass the Constitu- 
tion,” noted Assistant Attorney 
General Thomas “If 
President Nixon have 
executive privilege which would 
override that, how the Rape 
Crisis Center going to?” 

While waits see the 
legislature will devise accep-

perhaps, lay their few 
possessions for more than 
single night. Shelters where the 
often disoriented homeless can 
retain some stability their lives, 
and shelters that can accom- 
modate families adults and 
children together are the two 
services most needed combat 
modern homelessness. For this 


reason, Whitty and others (like 
Carol Johnson the Coalition 
for the Homeless) praise Dukakis 
for not simply throwing open the 
state’s armories collect the 
homeless, 
(including Secretary De- 
fense Caspar Weinberger) have 
suggested. “That would 
disaster,” said Johnson. “It 
much better social advocacy

Pawnbroking isn’t exactly 
growing industry; fluctuates 
response the economy. 
Houston, where the ups and 
downs the oil industry causes 
similar fluctuations the local 
economy, pawnshops are 
thriving. 1980 the city had 
pawnshops; last year the total 
was 119. Oilfield workers 
regularly trade their Rolex 
watches and their gold and 
diamond jewelry tide them 
over until the next spurt 
activity. Similarly, one the 
nation’s few upscale pawnshops, 
the Beverly Loan Company, 
Wilshire Boulevard Beverly 
Hills, California, currently 
doing big business with 
foreigners, who are bringing 
their jewels and furs order 
get cash enough tide them over 
until the next allowance check 
from overseas.

Although movies are full 
heart-wrenching scenes which 
destitute widows tearfully pawn 
their last piece jewelry, with 
hope ever getting out 
hock, the odds are favor 
eventual redemption pawned 
items. According 
Massachusetts law, 
pawnbroker cannot sell the 
collateral for least four months, 
and then can only after 
the customer has ceased paying 
interest the loan. Even that 
point, the pawnbroker must warn 
him registered mail that the 

Uncle and other 
pawnbrokers, least percent 
the pawned items are 
eventually redeemed. The 
pawnbrokers’ profits come from 
selling the few that aren’t, from 
selling supplementary new goods 


(for example, Uncle Ned’s sells 
luggage), and from charging 
interest their loans.

The rates 
Cambridge are fixed the city’s 
licensing commission, which has 
recently increased the take all 
loans three percent monthly. 

This good deal more than 
local banks charge their 
borrowers, course. For 
instance, the Shawmut Bank 
charges percent annually ona 
personal loan. But the smallest 
available loan there $2500, 
more than one needs cover 
overdue car payment. And 
banks, like pawnbrokers, also 
demand collateral before 
lend any money, though they 
generally eschew rings favor 
houses, stocks, or, the very 
least, impressive credit ratings. 
any event, pawnbrokers claim 
that the interest they charge 
rarely adds much. 
because most the loans taken 
out pawnshop are for less 
than $100, and for short 
duration, maybe few months. 

Pawnbrokers have doa 
substantial amount paperwork 
for each loan, matter how 
small. Much the paperwork 
required the police 
department keep pawnbrokers 
from becoming fences, 
voluntarily not. law, each 
transaction recorded form 
name and address pawner 
and description and serial 
number item pledged. Those 
forms are forwarded the police 
department daily. The 
pawnbroker also required 
snap photo the customer. 
There are loopholes, however. 
You can also sell items 
pawnbroker, and the customer 
had stolen the diamond ring, 
might that instead pawning 
it. For sales, picture 
required, though transaction 
form still necessary. Thus the 
thief can give phony name and 
address, unload his take, and 
disappear. keep from getting 
burned, pawnbrokers have 
rely their instincts (“same 
everybody,” says Rhodes) and 
look for obvious signs that 
someone unloading stolen 
goods, signs like not 
knowing how use the camera 
he’s trying hock. 

Officer Frank Wally, the 
Boston Police one- 
man pawn unit, believes that 
most pawnbrokers make 
effort steer clear stolen 
goods. “We don’t have that much 
trouble with them,” says. 
“Pawnbrokers know that they 
are the ones who lose the stuff 
stolen and have 
confiscate it.” 

Wally, whose office the 
first floor police headquarters 
Berkeley Street, spends part 
every day comparing the daily 
pawn sheets with reports 
stolen items from all over New 
England. “We used have 
people this department,” 
says. needed that many back 
years ago, when 
pawnshops. There were about 
100 pawnshops Boston then, 
and least near the corner 
Dudley and Warren alone. Now 
there’s just nine pawnshops, and 
the only one the 
department. But can still get 
great deal information 
going over the sheets: between 
the secondhand stores [which are 
also required file sheets] and 

the pawn sheets there’s lot 
information. Just yesterday, 
traced number gold bracelets 
stolen Worcester Boston 
pawnshop. And since had the 
guy’s picture and identification 
the pawn sheet, wasn’t too 
difficult track him down. 
turns out had just finished 
serving six years Norfolk. 

“Pawn sheets have provided 
many leads robberies, rapes, 
and even murders,” Wally 
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continues. “We have people 
here all the time poring over the 
lists for clues police officers 
from other cities and towns, 
Customs agents, the FBI, the CIA 
sometimes looks like 
library here. This afternoon 
few officers from Ridgefield, 
Connecticut, are coming up. 
woman down there was 
burglarized and few her 
things were pawned here. The 
record having pawned them. 
could fraud, maybe the 
crooks just used her IDs.” 

few years ago, Detective 
Gregory Mezzeras, another 
Boston police officer, told the 
Boston Globe, “Seventy-five 
percent goods taken 
pawn are stolen.” Wally 
disagrees. 
says. think the pawnbrokers 
are trying pretty hard avoid 
stolen goods.” 

* 

Wally, who works with 
pawnbrokers every day, far 
more willing give them the 
benefit the doubt than 
novelists and historians have 
been. From the earliest times 
pawnbrokers have been depicted 
print shifty, mean-spirited, 
and generally low rent. Crime 
and Punishment, for example, 
Dostoyevsky’s portrait the 
elderly pawnbroker, central 
character, typical: “She was 
diminutive, withered old 
woman sixty, with sharp 
malignant eyes and sharp little 
nose. Her colorless, somewhat 
grizzled hair was thickly smeared 
with oil, and she wore 
kerchief over it. Round her thin 
long neck, which looked like 
hen’s leg, was knotted some sort 
flannel rag, spite the 
heat, there hung flapping her 
shoulders, mangy fur cape, 
yellow with age. The old woman 
coughed and groaned every 
instant.” 

And Charles Dickens, who 
could really pour when 
came urban squalor, obviously 
found the pawnbroker perversely 
inspirational; Sketches Boz, 
wrote that “of all the 
numerous receptacles for misery 
and distress with which the 
streets London unhappily 
abound, there are perhaps none 
which present such striking 
scenes vice and poverty the 
pawnbrokers’ 

More recently, the film The 
Pawnbroker, main character Sol 
Nazerman (played Rod 
Steiger), Harlem pawnbroker 
and Holocaust survivor, 
symbol desperate and 
emotionally dead humanity. 

One historian has recently 
come the defense 
pawnbrokers, however. Kenneth 
Hudson, professor the 
University Bath (England) and 
the author Pawnbroking (The 
Bodley Head, London, 1982), 
believes that pawnbrokers have 
gotten raw deal from 
pushed off the stage they 
were Hudson prefers 
bankers.” Their 
influence throughout history has 
been much greater and more 
benevolent than they are 
generally given credit for, 
claims. According Hudson, 
even well-meaning sociologists 
frequently have overlooked 
pawnbrokers, for the simple 
reason that “pawning 
something that poor people 
preferred not discuss with 
others.” 

his book, Hudson asserts 
that, though there were early 
versions the trade China, 
pawnbroking really began 
medieval Europe when 
prominent citizens set shops 
lend money the rich and 
powerful. Pawnbroking 
expanded enormously during the 
18th and 19th centuries, mostly 
because the urban poor began 
borrowing keep their heads 
above water. Pawnbrokers’ 
principal clientele during that 
period was “the perpetually 


hard-up bottom layer the 
urban population, living week 
Hudson writes. 

During the Industrial 
Revolution, there were least 
250 pawnshops London alone, 
and everything, including 
clothing, was considered 
pawnable. Frequently patrons 
would pawn their Sunday clothes 
Monday raise little cash 
tide them over until the end 
the week. Hudson cites 1836 
official city examination 
stock Glasgow, 
Scotland. Among the items noted 
were these: 539 men’s coats, 355 
vests, 288 pairs trousers, 
pairs stockings, 1980 women’s 
gloves, 540 petticoats, 240 silk 
hankerchiefs, 294 shirts, hats, 
108 pillows, 206 blankets, 300 
sheets, 162 bedcovers, 
tablecloths, umbrellas, 102 
Bibles, 204 watches, and 216 
rings. 

the 1950s, however, 
pawnbroking had began 
decline worldwide. Hudson 
attributes this trend the new 
levels prosperity enjoyed 
the working class and the 
increasing pressure national 
governments take basic care 
the poor. 

The story isn’t over yet, 
though; Hudson says that 
pawnbroking 
adaptable new conditions.” 
Citing two modern, upscale 
European pawnshops, Harvey 
Thompson London and J.B. 
Brereton Dublin, both which 
look like banks and deal 
exclusively expensive jewelry 
and porcelain, predicts, 
[the pawnshop] could quite 
possibly the process 
returning something like its 
origins, lending money people 
who need maintain their 
social position and their standard 
living, not keep themselves 
from starvation. Its associations 
with poverty, squalor and despair 
may seen, fifty years from 
now, have been simply 
temporary phase, historical 
accident.”

was best-seller from the time 
hit the bookstores, 1928, and 
other book anthropology 
has sold nearly many copies. 
anthropology, sociology, and 
social-psychology courses 
around the world. Yet certainly 
read like academic 
work, which may help explain 
why universally acclaimed 
classic. 

Coming Age Samoa, 
set out discover whether 
adolescence was stressful 
remote and society 
America and Europe, 
where delinquency 
generational conflict were widely 
studied and discussed. The 23- 
year-old Mead, just months out 
graduate school, determined 
that for the girls Samoa, 
adolescence was fact the least 
stressful time their lives. For 
her, this proved that teenage 
trauma was cultural, not 
biological phenomenon. 

But Coming Age Samoa 
did much more than describe the 
experience brown-skinned 
people tropical island the 
other side the world. Mead did 
her best apply the lessons 
her research the lives the 
folks back discussed 
host topics that were very hot 
the for all their familiarity 
us: authoritarianism child 
raising, alternatives 
nuclear family, the 
women, and sexual issues includ- 
ing sex education, homosexuali- 
ty, virginity, frigidity, and im- 
potence.

along comes Derek Free- 
man, professor anthropology 
emeritus the Australian Na- 
tional University, with very 
academic book, Margaret Mead 
and Samoa: The Making and 
Unmaking Anthropological 
Myth (Harvard University Press, 
$20, published next month). 
More than simply amending 
her research, Freeman claims 
prove that Mead got the whole 
thing backwards, upside down, 


and dead wrong. Where she saw 
peace, happiness, and free love, 
Freeman saw conflict, fear, and 
rape. What Mead described 
island paradise revealed 
something snake pit 
passion, typified “iron rule” 
and plagued with ulcers. 

entirely original one. The un- 
pleasant aspects Samoan life 
that Mead ignored have been 
documented others, though 
perhaps never thoroughly 
fervidly. But Freeman goes 
dismiss Mead’s Samoan work 
nothing more than ideo- 
logical tract, designed and then 
executed only prove the the-

the early and fascinating 
chapters Margaret Mead and 
Samoa, Freeman 
historical context Mead’s work: 
the nature-nurture debate that 
raged throughout the last years 
the 19th century and the first 
years the 20th (and has never 
entirely quieted down). The 
“nature” side, which held that 
heredity molded all behavior, 
seemed ascendant the 
time Mead began her work. Its 
popular expression was found 
such dogmas Social 
Darwinism and such phenomena 
the eugenics movement, which 
argued for purification the 
human race (or given subset 
it, such the population 
particular country) breeding 
out negative characteristics and 
tendencies such brown skin. 
Some the eugenics titles the 
day included The Passing the 
Great Race (1916) and The Rising 
Tide Color (1920). Eugenics 
was standard part the science 
curriculum many universities 
and high schools. 

Opposed this often overtly 
(and always implicitly) racist 
anthropologists, including Boas 
and Mead, who maintained that 
culture (thus was the 
determining factor human 
behavior. They believed 
inherited characteristics were the 
“raw upon which cul- 
ture acted, and that biological 
factors were relatively unimpor- 
tant. Essentially, this the 
hypothesis Mead set out prove

terminists,” calls Mead 
her kind. effect, collapses 
the two together “equally 
unscientific.” That one these 
“systems laid the foun- 
dation for genocide and the other 
continues function behalf 
institutional tolerance, cultural 
pluralism, and other such liberal 
goodies makes not one iota 
difference him. 

implies that ideology and 
science are mutually exclusive, 
“sympathy” and “appreciation” 
have place scientific 
treatment Mead’s work. And 
Freeman seems assume that 
science including his own, 
course definition objec- 
tive and entirely value-free. This 
much tropical-fish food. 

Bradd Shore, author 
Samoan Mystery, 
who has been much-quoted (and 
appropriately so) 
Mead-Freeman flap, says, “If she 
suppressed all the dark elements, 
Freeman painted all the dark 
elements his book. She gen- 
erated myth out opposition 
eugenics, generated dis- 
torted picture out opposition 
Margaret Mead.” And another 
interview Shore went say, 
“Why would people believe Sa- 
moans could wimpy 
Margaret Mead says they are 
violent Derek Freeman says 
they are? just don’t under- 
stand.” 

Something that’s never been 
scientifically proven, though 
all know true, that people 
believe what they want and need 
believe. Just because idea 
drenched ideology, doesn’t 
follow that that idea necessari- 
The whole point thinking 
about ideas match them with 
reality admittedly perilous 
pastime, but one made safer 
tossing out any idea that 
happens have the force 
belief behind it. Ideas arranged 
patterns form ideologies, and 
these can helpful, confining, 
(sometimes) irrelevant our 
efforts make sense the 
world. And for reality, when 
fooling with something 
complexly layered human 
behavior society, quantifiable, 
predictable, simple answers in- 
variably prove insufficient. 

Whereas Mead and Freeman 
disagree about the importance 
both virginity and competition 
among children, Shore has been 
quoted saying each was right 
about each. Samoans, says, 
know perfectly well how deal 
with their cultural contradictions, 
“though often puzzles 
Imagine Samoan 
trying reconcile our Golden 
Rule with our nuclear stockpile. 

one exempt from his own 
history, and 
cupation with his an- 
thropological foremother sure 
looks like ironic proof this. 
attacks her intensely that one 
can only wonder about his 
“scientific objectivity.” 

Obviously, hypotheses and 
findings Mead and Free- 
man’s discipline and others 
should subject the most 
intense kind scrutiny, and 
judged against the strictest stan- 
dards intellectual rigor. But 
none our theories, and few 
our so-called facts, are guaran- 
teed foolproof. Precious little 
together the meaning things, 
will unchallenged for more 
than generation. very

God dead; Madalyn 
Murray lives 


Lisa Deeley Smith 


probably noticed 
the sometimes alarming 

parallels between the late

‘80s. One the most 
visible similarities has been 
private and public attitudes 
toward religion. the ‘50s, 
American church membership 
experienced some its greatest 
growth. The slightly more bizarre 
version this trend was 
the growth conservative de- 
nominations and the rise cults. 
the ‘50s, many state laws 
included provisions for worship 
public schools, and attempts 
repeal those provisions were met 
with deep hostility. Recently, 
course,

constitutional 
amendment and 
the Bible” declaration. 

But there have always been 
groups that have risen against 
such trends. One such group that 
gained lot attention the 
early ‘60s garnering fresh atten- 
tion now, its 20th anniversary.

founded and still presided over 
Madalyn Murray 
American Atheists returned 
the spotlight last December 
Golden, Colorado. Golden has 
one those fundamentalist 
groups that 
school textbooks for humanistic 
bias. This Committee Upgrade 
Public Schools, led Robert 
Brewer, leader the (ouch) 
Happy Church, has filed formal 
complaints against four books 


used Jefferson 
County School District. Brewer 
says these books “show that man 
can solve all his problems 
through science without God’s 
aid” and that they “call for the 
complete destruction Judeo- 
Christian moral values.” 

And the Colorado chapter 
American Atheists began filing 
its own suits 
protesting Christian biases 
textbooks. example, they 
point one high-school book 
that dismisses the Inquisition 
paragraph and, they claim, treats 
and not 
phenomenon. 

who has called the 
“absolutely 
beautiful,” hopes will taken 
the American Atheists 
chapters other states. But 
far the Massachusetts chapter 
moved that direction. 
“We're not involved that area 
and have plans be,” says 
Nick Johnson, spokesman for 
the Massachusetts organization. 
it’s certainly interesting 
activity. have objection 
having religion taught 
historical subject. encourage 
that taught truthfully and not 
convincing other people the 
merits it.

low-key other areas. was 
founded 1980, rather late 
American Atheists’ history, and 
has only about 1000 names its 
mailing list. Its one public ex-

But the Massachusetts 
chapter small and modest, the 
national organization times has 
been exceedingly flamboyant.

That kind assertion continu- 
ally found American Atheists 
literature, and its purpose 
portray American Atheists the 
group pious America loves 
hate.

Thus, even the Murray case 
had never gone before the 
Supreme

thrown out. American Atheists’ 
accounts the case, which imply

Racket sports remain popular fitness regimen

Tennis, squash, and racquetball were, and 
large, preventive medicine for the noblesse obese. But 
the time Billy Jean and Bobby brought tennis into the 
limelight, Americans had fully embraced the 
Decade, dropped the bonbons and the beer, and had 
decided get shape. 

Through media hype and industry promotion, racket 
sports tennis, racquetball, and squash soon 
became the chic way stay fit. mean, going 
sweat, you might well style. Once the 
trendiness wore off, however, many “enthusiasts” 
turned their shorts and rackets for Danskins and 
weight machines. But for those athletes who kept the 
faith, the racket sports are still the best way get 
shape, stay shape, and enjoy doing it. 

Tennis was the first racket sport catch the 
States. Once genteel lawn game for gentlepeople 
summer frocks, tennis has over the past two decades 
been transformed into high-powered game skill and 
stamina. Although tennis great game for sport and 
fitness and will probably always the most popular 
racket game watch, the rigors learning the game 
well enough achieve even amateur status frustrate 
many beginners. result, many have turned its 
cousins, racquetball and squash. 

That both games are played indoor courts has 
aided their popularity urban areas, where open space 
and outdoor courts can hard find. Because both use 
much smaller courts than tennis, most beginners find

All you have 
serve hit the ball against the wall and have 
bounce back. Almost anyone can that.” Dubois 
explains that the beginning racquetball player enjoys 
the game much more because the ball always play. 
tennis,” says Dubois, “the beginner likely spend 
most his time simply chasing the ball. have 
much more fun and get much more exercise 
racquetball. think that’s the major reason for the 
game’s strong appeal.” 

BAC spokesperson Florence Tambone underscores 
the advantages racquetball. burns 
over 850 calories one hour,” says Tambone. “Few 
other sports offer that kind intense exercise for such 
short time commitment.” 

Tambone and Dubois agree that because racket 
sports provide such intense exercise little time they 
are ideal forms exercise for professionals and working 
people who want stay fit but can’t devote much time 
study it.

rived?) and showered her showering 
body with public scrutiny. this MASH, 
irritation was the highest form flattery, 
and ugliness was next godliness. 
When Larry Gelbart and Gene Reynolds 


set about creating bite-sized M*A*S*H 
for television, they repackaged 
brutal banquet helping Korea 
McNuggets. Things had toned 
down, course not just appease 
the networks’ prurient sensibilities but 
also make the MASH 4077th fit place 
house series. Frank lose all 
his marbles the first episode; moral 
center someone for viewers identify 
with had generated; the war, 
instead remaining the overwhelming 
horror that was the movie, had 
become recyclable “situation.” And but 
for the exclusion Duke the Southerner 
(too racist) and the early abandonment 
black surgeon Spearchucker Jones and 
the luscious Lieutenant Dish (moves that 
are harder fathom), most the film’s 
major characters (Lieutenant Colonel 
Henry Blake, Frank, Hot Lips, and 
course Corporal Walter 
played Gary Burghoff both ver- 
sions) survived the transition relatively 


intact more likable, perhaps, and 
smoother the edges, but certainly 
recognizable. 


Hawkeye and Trapper John, however, 
had tamed. longer could one 
them refer nubile nurse sultry 
bitch with the fire her eyes,” though 
calling Lieutenant Dish girl with 
much body she should continued 
the next was okay. Operating-room 
patter could include jokes about missing 
limbs and bellyfuls shrapnel, but 
speak casually patient who 
have anything between his legs any- 
more” was far too callous and graphic.

dard bearer for those rather quip 
than fight. Anu how the night before the 
pilot was filmed the story 
goes Alda met with Gelbart and 
Reynolds get their assurances that the 
depiction maccap men and women 
war. They assured him wouldn’t. Then 
I'll it, Alda said, adjusting his halo 
headed for his bunk. The next day, 
they pilot, fun-and-games 
depiction madcap men and women 
war. raise enough money send 
John, his Korean charge, American 
college, Hawkeye, using his perverse 
charms, persuaded Dish raffle herself 
off for weekend Tokyo. “Sickening!” 
hissed Hot Lips she watched the 
making-out Hawkeye and Dish through 
binoculars. added Frank 
smothered the nape her neck with 
kisses. the early shows, could trace 
the ironies without having them mapped 
out for us: Moral Majority Margaret 
playing doctor with the doltish (and 
married) Frank while somehow man- 
aging keep her mitts off the Don 
Juanish (and single) Hawkeye, who 
meanwhile had the hots for Dish, who 
was engaged married but ... aw, 
what the hell. The tensions that built 
the characters’ enforced isolation 
resolved heartfelt sob 
sessions; they flowed loopily from one 
episode the next, dissipating the 
“serious” scenes but surfacing again 
the next comic subplot.

They became comrades smarm, 
coaxing each other into self-idealization 
(he softening and scrunching forward 
under the weight injustice, she hard- 
ening and sprouting ever firmer bangs) 
until that final embrace last Monday, 
which was less sexual gesture than 
Alda’s way consummating his 11-year 
relationship with the entire series.

-As young artist, just out the Boston 
Museum School, Kelly turned away from 
the mainstream enthusiasm for the new 
postwar American art moving Paris 
1949. There was largely isolated 
from the influence 
pressionism; instead, came contact 
with such major Surrealist and Construc- 
tivist artists Jean Arp, Joan and 
Georges Vantongerloo. Encounters with 
John Cage and Merce Cunningham set 
him experimenting with chance 
procedures for determining form; was 
encouraged his inclination make 
crisp abstractions 
materials and techniques. However, the 
New York art world entered upon his 
return America 1954 was not 
receptive his formal ambitions 
went through several lean years before 
beginning win critical and curatorial 
support. Now one the most 
celebrated artists his generation. 

For brief time the upsurge first 
geometric abstraction and then mini- 
malism made Kelly look like progenitor 
mainstream styles, but his course has 
scarcely been swayed the vagaries 
critical popular taste. The severity 
his work reflects the single-mindedness 


his formal pursuits. Distinctions be- 


tween painting and sculpture seem never 
have worried Kelly: short step 
from his monochromatic shaped can- 
vases his monochromatic steel 
aluminum planar sculptures. Those who 
reproduction might wonder whether his 
translation their formal ideas into 
sculptural media not just gratuitous 
proliferation. The Whitney show was the 
strongest possible rejoinder such 
suspicion. 

The impersonality Kelly’s art leads 
some viewers conclude that has 
actually, he’s using the 
geometry his sculpture redefine 
“content.” One the finest works the 
weathering steel. glance, the piece 
looks like slightly skewed trapezoid. Its 
top edge parallel the ground, its 
bottom edge low, raking diagonal, 
and its two sides are nearly parallel 
their deviation from the vertical. The 
work without “content” the or- 
dinary sense: has 
personal workmanship (for was fabri- 
cated foundry), markings, and 
nothing that could called imagery. But 
stare for while, and you begin 
see square pulled forward its 
lower left corner: the upper edge the 
piece will look farther away than 
the lower edge, and the entire surface 
will seem recede obliquely. The 
tension between these two ways 
seeing the work the the 
shape the piece gives rise 
perception virtual space, that is, the 
space into which the “square” appears 
recede. this untitled work, 
many others, everything depends upon 
the exact profiles the object Kelly 
contrives. The difference between seeing 
the sculpture’s actual eccentric shape and 
seeing square tipped diagonally 
backward recapitulates the process 
abstraction through which Kelly arrives 
the forms gives his work. (Although 
has always maintained that these 
forms derive from direct perceptions 
chings nature and everyday life, the 
particular source work matters less

argues that there can 
geometry physical reality, because 
every shape suggests itself the shape 
something. 

Some critics and fellow artists have 
objected Kelly’s sculpture because 
its dependence braces and other 
structural devices (such the bolts 
which the wall pieces hang) that serve 
formal purpose but simply deny gravity. 
The experience the untitled piece 
described above offers answer. Those 


who object the hidden supports take 


their denial gravity disavowal 
the reality within which the sculpture 
functions. But the shift aspects that 
occurs when you look the untitled 
“square” plate makes clear that real 
gravity obstruction the imagina- 
tion. Your changing perceptions that 
work amount seeing change pos- 
ition, and once had those per- 
ceptions, you can choose between them 
will, changing the orientation 
massive steel plate without lifting 
finger. The mount heavy metal the 
Whitney appeared suggest that Kelly 
interested massive material for its own 
sake; fact, tends use physical 
mass counterpoint the capacity 
our imagination outrun physical ex- 
perience. Each sculpture new attempt 
depict the nature reality which 
find ourselves materially bogged 
down but imaginatively weightless and 
unfettered. 

Not all sculptures are 
successful. But virtually everything the 
Whitney redounded his credit, for his 
style one that make the terms formal 
success failure utterly plain.

Although his work may 
appear easy imitate, it’s actually 
rigorous that can’t faked.

And yet 
they also spring from vision that’s 
absurdly malign vision which 
emotions are limited guilt, spite, and 
pathetic desire, which love repeated- 
turned into sarcastic joke. 
talking, course, about Rainer Werner 
Fassbinder, the prolific New German 
Cinema director. Fassbinder, who died 
last summer, hardly the first filmmaker 


gain notoriety navigating the 
darker side the human spectrum. But 
from Ingmar Bergman 
Cronenberg, such directors have shared 
longing for redemption that lends their 
work authentically tragic edge; they 
are all, their own ways, thwarted 
dreamers. Fassbinder’s world, the 
doors redemption are closed from the 
start. Watching frigid Fassbinder melo- 
drama like The Marriage Maria Braun 
Veronika Voss, you never know just 
where the storylines are heading, yet the 
movies are always predictable, because 
his stunted worldview snuffs out any 
possibility hope. films are 
like plastic nightmares. call them 
“depressing” would grant them 
emotional richness they scarcely aspire 
to.

With these lines, Rain- 
Maria Rilke closed his Sixth Duino 
Elegy, the “Hero” Elegy; and 
himself hero, certainly was 
different. his world, the wings 
angels sweep like hands turning 
the pages the book the Beginning, 


youth falls for young Lament, 


convalescing Grief receives get-well 
painted Picasso. “You must change 
your life,” Rilke writes “Archaic Torso 
Apollo” and doesn’t give 
much choice. His poems move among 
the dead and the inanimate well the 
living, but it’s not simply his world that 
he’s transfigured and expanded, it’s ours: 
the ones whom star waits 
noticed by, whom wave rises meet, 
whom the newly dead come for 
comfort. man with limited tolerance 
for reality, sounds the yearning 
depths the solitary century 
that’s turned nominalism, he’s the last 
idealist. 

can hardly have seemed first. 
Rilke was born 1875, Prague, the 
son failed army officer and pious 
society woman. His mother had, the year 
before, lost baby girl; she had her son 
wear dresses and answer the name 
Sophie. His father sent him military 
academy. Perhaps was sexual con- 
fusion and the ambiguity belonging 
that created the intensity encompass- 
ing Rilke, the need all things: 
Czech and German, man and woman, 
idea and object, singer and song. Mastery 
didn’t come right away: the end the 
19th century was just another bud- 
ding Novalis, albeit one with little 
volume, The Way the Love and Death 
Cornet Christoph Rilke, that would 
sell millions. 1900, upon 
returning from trip Russia with Lou 
Andreas-Salomé (who had 
Nietzsche), Rilke found himself the 
artists’ colony Worpswede, where 
met Paula Becker and Clara Westhoff. 
married Clara (after Paula had become 
engaged Otto Modersohn), and 
though they remained together for only 
year before escaping mutual freedom, 
was through her that met Rodin, 
whom became secretary 1905. The 
influence 
Rilke’s writing became more objective 
and less self-centered, without ever 
delivering itself entirely the 
phenomenal world. Two long requiems, 
for Paula and for the poet Wolf Graf von 
Kalckreuth, continued the maturing pro- 
cess, but wasn’t until 1912, castle 
Duino (near Trieste), that the god 
angel for whom had been waiting 
finally spoke. Rilke completed the first 


two his Duino Elegies there, the third 


Paris, and the fourth Munich three 
years later; for the rest had wait 
until 1922, when another tower this 
one Muzot, Switzerland the remain- 
ing six arrived along with the Sonnets 
Orpheus, all within the space 
wrote sporadically thereafter; 
1926 was dead leukemia. 

For translators Rilke just recently 
out copyright and into the public 
domain has been especially difficult. 
The problem stems part from the 
poet’s understanding words con- 
cepts rather than categories; his German, 
like most European languages, broader 
scope and more heavily charged with 
meaning than contemporary English can 
ever be. The Seventh Elegy, for example, 
ends with the words

internal allusiveness, his tendency

two most recent efforts translation 
achieve only limited success. Stephen 
Mitchell’s Selected Poetry Rainer 
Maria Rilke (Random House, 400 pages, 
$25) offers the Elegies complete, 
sonnets from the requiem for 
Paula Becker, and brief selections from 
the other works. Writing the New 
York Times Book Review, Denis 
Donoghue credits Mitchell with having 
“tuned Rilke’s poems, far possible,

Bly 
tends overexplain: here the first line

“Herbsttag” (“Autumn Day”) appears 
“October Day,” and the first line “Der 
Sommer war sehr gross” becomes was 
great summer.” And there’s the same 
superficial understanding: again the 
second sonnet Orpheus, whereas 
“single harmony” for “einigen 
Gliick” (“single merely narrow 
and fuzzy, “double joy” just plain 
wrong. The commentary 
often edifying (when Rilke’s writing 


stalled, Rodin sent him the zoo), often 
patronizing (the scornful pronounce- 
ments renderings are 
particular embarrassment). 

The best versions Rilke remain the 
older ones Leishman and M.D. Herter 
Norton. Both translators tend 
clumsy and prosaic, 
attempts rhyme are unfortunate. But 
they have reverence for vision; 
they diluted with reductions 
and interpretations. their work often 
difficult read, well, are the originals. 
Now their sensibility needs up- 
dated and made more idiomatic, and 
need complete volumes, not bits and 
pieces. The translators may have stormed 
through the abodes Rilke, but

Now the American Repertory 
fashioned musical, that and you get 
the impression that 
ballyhooed regional theater has never 
sweated hard. the subtleties 
Chekhov, the absurdity Godot, 
Marsha suicidal angst. 
judge the confusion, the wrong notes, 
the sheer uncertainty all, The Boys 
from Syracuse, Rodgers and vin- 
tage 1938 musical, the toughest assign- 
ment the ART has tackled all season. 
Maybe that’s why when the gears mesh 


instead grind you feel witness- 


ing major breakthrough: that the ART, 
lately damned some this 
lowbrow critics for being “elitist,” 
finally, joyously, giving its 
impulses. 

Which not suggest that the 
company has ever been above having 
good time. Indeed, the vaudeville 
routines and pizzazzy musical numbers 
that make Syracuse are different 
substance from the slapsticky madness 
last year’s Sganarelle the Abbott-and- 
Costello metaphysics the current 
Waiting for Godot. But when you stage 
acknowledged classic crowd- 
pleasing style, called experimental. 
Stage romp albeit one based 
Shakespeare romp, and you get 
accused commercialism. And 
mercial” one label that ARTistic 
director Robert Brustein can ill afford 
stuck with. the March issue the 
New Republic, Brustein sounds the death 
knell for Broadway; now here is, 
presenting show that celebrates Broad- 
way its vulgar best. wonder this 
production feels schizophrenic. 


The irony that there’s probably 
musical better suited the talents and 
inclinations the ART. After all, only 
makes sense that the company, whose 
reputation has been grounded lately 
innovative interpretations the classics, 
should choose the first American musical 
George Abbott’s book slangy but 
faithful reworking The Comedy 
Errors, the early romantic farce 
copped from Plautus about two pairs 
separated twins who wreak chaos 
the Greek city Ephesus until their 
inevitable reunion. great ensemble 
piece, and the multitude roles and 
equitable distribution songs take the 
pressure off the individual ART per- 
formers, who are generally not required 
sing dance for their suppers. 
(Although dare say one would 
complain Susan Larson, whose lucid 
soprano aural feast itself, had 


been given all the songs). And certainly 
the time right for Syracuse, which 
contains some Rodgers and best 
and least familiar songs, and which 
enjoyed major revival since the 
‘60s. 

Although Syracuse has coherent 
book rarity for the appeared 
few years before Rodgers and his subse- 
quent collaborator, Oscar Hammerstein 
IL, imposed rigor the musical. Like its 
better-known successor, Funny Thing 
Happened the Way the Forum, this 
Roman comedy done vaudeville 
answer the toga party. 
Under the direction Alvin Epstein, the 
ART production follows the letter, not 
the spirit, the thing: actors interrupt 
their chase scenes stomp out salvo 
taps; song switches tempo from swing 
samba; the plethora pratfalls is, 
later Rodgers song puts it, corny 
Kansas August. But the zaniness feels 


constrained. After strangely static 
opening number (the expository Had 
Twins”), which the hampered staging 
clashed with the madcap music, found 
myself suspending all the standard ex- 


pectations, the way when viewing 


piece experimental animation from the 
Hungarian underground. None the 
bits seemed working even 
simple visual jokes, such 
being pulled out woman’s bosom, 
were underlined discourage any 
response. 

Maybe, like .nodern artist who turns 
found objects into objets placing them 
gallery and fixing spotlight 
them, Epstein trying low 
shtick into high art cutting off from 
its context. But this formality makes the 
show feel ponderous, and the feeling 
alleviated airy production 
values. Tom elementary sets 
flat, brightly drops, scenery 
pieced together from snippets wrap- 
ping paper, all looking they had 
been designed kindergarten class 
only emphasize the oppressive empti- 
ness the Loeb stage. And Paul 
thin, spare orchestrations, 
played absurdly small ensemble 
(six musicians), work transform the 
substantial score into incidental music. 
lute and lyre were being used 
achieve big-band sound (even so, the 
orchestra tends overpower the voices). 

Epstein, like his Broadway-bound col- 
league Tommy Tune, seems want 
reduce the musical (in this case, 
example from the ‘30s the 
‘20s) its bare essence he’s trying 
aesthetize the essential vapidity. 
But this super-parodistic approach re- 
quires absolute mastery over the form 
being parodied, and the realm 
musicals, the ART folks are little more 
than game amateurs. Besides, there must 
something wrong with concept 
when undermines the material, 
happens the second-act curtain-raiser, 
“Ladies the Evening.” This Rodgers 
and Hart jingle, which treats prostitution 
brand breakfast cereal start 
your day ... with the ladies the 
sort frieze vivant, with each actor 
locked classical pose. looks 
impressive but has nothing with 
the song. Even worse, all Hart’s punch 
lines are garbled. Matters don’t improve 
when the actors are allowed move, 
because Kathryn Posin’s choreography 
unites the twin vices simplism and 
sloppiness: weird arm postures, out-of- 
synch formations, lots skipping, minc- 
ing, and butt shaking. And when the 
dancing collides with the scenery, watch 
out. After Larson sings that gorgeously 
plaintive waltz Love with 
Love,” Posin has her play hide-and-seek 
with long white cloth dangling from the 
flies. someone the audience re- 
marked, looks Larson were 
dancing with giant roll toilet paper.

The McGarrigles’ new fairy tales

ushing not usually considered 
appropriate age start ped- 

dling fairy tales. The and 
quaver their vibratos have always made 
Kate and Anna McGarrigle sound an- 
tique and childlike, but their fifth 
album sisters come like the 
Brothers Grimm.

This the theme that runs throughout 
the McGarrigles’ album. You can hear 
the rollicking title track: tape-looped 
drum roll flutters like giddy heartbeat 
Straits’ Mark Knopfler capers 
like Cupid with guitar for bow, 
Kate and Anna hem and haw harm- 
ony, could say love over and over and 
goes without saying that men 
but males are not the only deceivers this 
time. The pleasure dome “Sun, Son 
(Shining the Water)” just trick 
the light falls half-frozen lake, 
reflection illusory Coleridge’s 
opiate vision.

Wringing truth from common words

WHATEVER HAPPENED LOVE?

azz singing one art that has defined 
example, and there have been few jazz singers 
exemplary Betty Carter. Certainly, few 
singers have proved conclusively that vocal 
jazz need not tainted commercial com- 
promise histrionics, and even fewer have been 
capable springing many spur-of-the-moment 
surprises.

Whatever else (only the English 
rock-gossip writers care for sure), Boy George 
more cuddly than Tom Robinson Pete Shelley, 
less wispy than Gary Numan, and braver with 
makeup than Adam Ant. judge from Culture 
Club’s first album, Kissing Clever, and their 
Metro show, this flurry notoriety springs 
from its charisma ugly duckling. 

Culture Club’s songs, however, contribute 
more than wilted fig leaf Boy George’s 
wardrobe. Although “I’m Afraid Me,” “You 
Know Not Crazy,” and Control” mimic 
the romantic seizures gay disco smashes, the 
coarse, brassy Latin horns Tumble Ya” 
and the incongruously upbeat dubmaster toast (by 
guest Captain Crucial) Twist” amount 
inept albeit benign pilfering.

The frailty drummer Jon Moss’s rhythm 
breaks Boy” and the muddled counter- 
point keyboardist Roy Hay’s figures 
(Clock the Heart)” confirm that up-to-the- 
minute selection influences guarantee 
any insight into rock-and-funk mergers. Follow- 
ing the false but lucrative lead Soft Cell, the 
Thompson Twins, and the Human League (while 
glossing over the exhortations the 
English Beat), Culture Club solicit membership 
putting the stamp civility Third World forms. 
Joining the pop-reggae boomlet triggered 
Police and led now Men Work, Culture 
Club’s hit, You Really Want Hurt Me,” 
racing Musical “Pass the Dutchie” the 
charts. Well, all right, play them both parties, 
but Jah, play the Dutchie” first. 

Not that Boy George really wants bore us. 
Although this single can’t pull Kissing 
Clever out its quagmire rah-rah tedium, 
the melody does boast gracious swivel. The 
groove “Do You Really Want Hurt Me” 
shallow and oddly old-fashioned (recalling Jimmy 
Cliff ballads more than Gregory lovers’ 
rock), and the dub passage rushed, calculated 
spaciness. Still, the vocal delivers many 
strength-through-weakness soul plaints 
ush kisses/Words that burn me/Lovers never ask 
you why”) that the band’s humble accompani- 
ment forgotten. Kissing Clever showcases 
identity indecision identity itself, but the 
possible personalities gay, reggae, disco are 
never more than passing fancies. “Do You Really 
Want Hurt Me” and parts the Metro show 
especially slow numbers, when the singing 
demanded more than shapeless support 
suggest that Boy mettle lies his 
commonplace blues rather than his rose-colored 
rebelliousness.
